3, The CTAL is reported by source to believe that the Peruvian labor 
movement is so badly divided that tho Socialist Party of Peru and 
the labor syndicates it controls are the ones the CTAL should sup- 
nor to The recommendation was made to Lombardo by Salvador Analio, 
who was previously reported to have visited Peru prior to the Monte- 
video conference with a mission in behalf of the CTAL.# 

4. Representatives of the mining workers have agreed in principle to 
join the Socialist petroleum workers in the formation of a new labor 
organization and are in agreement with two recommendations advanced 
by tho Socialists:
